izes as "unfair and discriminatory" 
the order of the department forbid- 
ding its alleged practice of paying 
certain dealers "commissions" and 
rental on' pumps installed by ar- 
rangement with the company.

CINCINNATI, O.— The 
record 


of organized 
labor's accomplish- 


ments in "a year of unusual strife 
and unusual industrial depression" 
was laid before the convention of 
the American Federation of Labor 
today in the report of the Federa- 
tion's executive council. 


The report declared tbat Amer- 


ican labor during the year not only 
suffered from the widesprcak un- 
employment that existed but was 
beset "by opponents more active 
and determined than ever." 


In addition to strictures on the 


conduct of employers in numerous 
cases, the report added criticism 
of Congress 
and of some state 


legislative bodies, declaring such 
branches of the government to be 
"succumbing to a wave of reaction." 
Fault was found with the action of 
seme courts, including the Supreme 
Court, ami with what was describ- 
ed as President 
Harding's 
''pro- 


posal to reg-ulate trade unions." 


"It is with no little satisfaction 


in view of these 
circumstances," 


the report on the other hand de- 
clared, "that we £.re to lay before 
this 
convention 
of 
achievement, 


constructive planning, and a report 
than can only inadequately portray 
the militant spirit with which our 
movement has come through the 


i years. Tho audacity of those who 


have made it their business to at- 
tack in every possible manner the 
organizations of the workers has 
had no parallel 
in 
our country. 


What our movement has been com- 
pelled to meet has been a condition 


I in which the predatory powers have 


sought to break down all resist- 
ence in every quarter and to en- 
rich themselves at tho expense of 
the whole people. 
No experience 


has testified as eloquently to the 
fundamental soundness of our or- 
ganizations and the 
manner 
in 


which they serve the workers. We 


! shall fight with 
a greater 
confi- 


dence because of the record that has 
been made." 


The report declared that in the 


direct labor field "workers 
in a 


number of industries 
have 
beon 


compelled to resort to cessation of 
work," because 
"orfrar.i~ed 
em- 


ployers were unwilling 
to 
meet 


the workers in 
conference 
for 


! negotiation." The most important 
instance of this 'policy was declar- 
ed to be the cause of the existing 
coal mine strike, although troubles 


1 in the textile, garment, printing, 
granite, and packing house indust- 
ries also were cited. 


Turning next to courts, the exe- 


cutive council protested "most em- 
phatically against such unjust and 
inhuman decisions," as that of tbe 
Supreme Court voiding 
the 
act 


intended to abolish child labor in 
the United States. 
Congress "by 


this decision, must keep its hands 
off when the health and life and 
well being of the nation's children 
are concerned," the report assert- 
ed, adding 
that 
the 
"Supreme 


Court of today is far more legal- 
istic and less human in its attitude 
and temperament than 
was 
the 


Supreme Court of 1918." 


"The year is marked particularly 


with an increasing hostility of the 
judiciary toward the effort of wage 
earners to prevent deterioration of 
their standards of life and labor," 
the report continued, "and •we rec- 
ommended that an appeal be made 
to that higher court of public judg- 
ment, and that 
the 
public con- 


sciences be aroused to the great 
and grave menace which confronts 
the perpetuation of the constitu- 
tional rights and liberties of— all 
our people and as originally con- 
ceived by the founders of our re- 
public." 
"Congress has proved that only 


those who are well-to-do or control 
great interests can 
induce it 
to 


listen," the council 
said. 
"These 


facts are slowly penetrating the 
minds of the people. They are be- 
ginning to realize the change they 
thought they wanted has been an 
injury instead of benefit. Unless 
there is a change in the personnel 
(of the House and Senate) people 
can prepare themselves for 
still 


greater and greater suffering and 
injustice." 


"The idea seems to prevail that 


the outcome of the 1920 elections 
means that every liberty of 
the

vided some individual or group of 
individuals representing the privil- 
eged few desire it for their bene- 
fit," The statement is often made

was born at St. Oswald, Austria,, in 


842, and as a classmate of S- G. 
Messmer, now the Right Reverend 
Archbishop of the Milwaukee dio- 
ese, he received a 10 years classi- 
al training at Ltaz. Austria, be- 
ore entering St. Francis seminary, 
Milwaukee, where he was ordained, 
Dec. 
10, 1868. 
In January the following year he 


was assigned to 
St. Martin's, at 


Springfield, and after a successful 
pastorate there, he was detailed to 
Joly Redeemer church, thj* city, 
n March, 1877. Under his leader- 
ship, the parish growth was con- 
inuous. A detailed account of de- 
velopments is contained in a his- 
ory, published by Father Zitterl, 
ust prior to his retirement.

HE amount of beef and pork rend- 
ered into meat unfit to eat in 1921, 


because of bruises incurred in bringing 
animals from farms to packing plants, 
would have provided the combined popu- 
lation of Minneapolis and St. Paul with 
msat for almost a month." 


This statement has just been made by 


R. W. Carter, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Live Stock Hamming Losses of the 
Institute of American Meat Packers, in 
connection with an illustrated lecture by 
Dr. W. J. Embree, of Chicago, Chief Vet- 
erinarian of the Western Weighing and 
Inspection Bureau. 


Dr. Embree, in the course of his lec- 


ture, pointed out that, since bruised 
meat can not be -used for food, every 
pound tanked as inedible product means 
a waste.and a loss that is felt by every 
factor in the live stock and meat indus- 
try. 
"Bruised meat and wasted meat," 


he said, "lowers the value of live stock. 
Although the average consumer hardly 
ever gives these losses a passing thought, 
they are of considerable importance to 
him." 


The loss in pork alone during 1919, ac- 


cording to Mr. Carter, was equivalent to 
f.0,295 hogs.

ESSRS. Carter and Embree made 
the following suggestions for the 


proper handling of live stock, as a means 
of reducing the tremendous losses caused 
by bruises and other injuries: 


1. Clubs, whips, or spiked poles never 


should be used on cattle, hogs, or other 
animals. 
These instruments may give 


the animals moi\ speed, but they also 
cause costly bruises and other injuries. 


2. Under no circumstances should a 


gate be slammed on live stock. 
This 


abuse frequently causes broken ribs, and 
other injuries. 


3. Do not use clubs or prod poles in 


loading hogs into your wagon or auto- 
mobile truck. 
A. piece of old hose split 


and tacked onto a handle obtains the 
same results without causing bruises. 


4. Authorities agree that de-horned 


cattle load better and have a much high- 
er market value because they reach their 
destination in good condition. 


5. Cold water thrown on heated hogs 


cools them but kills them also. Run the 
water on the floor o.- .-^ray the hogs' bel- 
lies instead. 


6. Hogs should o->t be hurried up or 


down steep chutes. 


7. Animals never should be driven 


faster than a walk from the time they 
leave the farm until they arrive at the 
packing plants. 
Undue exertion and 


danger of bruising both are avoided in 
this way. 


8. Loose boards, nails, sharp corners, 


posts and other objects on which animals 
might bruise themselves should be re- 
moved from farm barns and fences, and 
from shipping and loading pens. 


9. Hogs should be hauled or driven'to 


the shipping station in ample time to let 
them become rested and cool before load- 
ing. 


10. Don't ship c; Ives with cattle. Use 


partitions to prevent trampling and 
bruising of smaller animals. 


11. Give hogs a light grain feeding be- 


fore shipping. 


12. Load live stock slowly and care- 


fi Iry. Avoid excitement and do not beat 
cr bruise the animals. 


13. Insist that your live stock be 


placed in a clean car bedded with sand in 


summer; with hay or straw in winter. 
Do not permit the use of cinders, rock 
dust, coal slack or similar -material as 
bedding. 


14. Examine carefully the cars fur- 


nished for the shipment of your live 
stock. 
Be sure that door fastenings, 


iV_r patchings, etc., are in acceptable 
condition. 
__ 


15. Don't try to save money by over- 


loading a car. 
Overloading means crip- 


pled, trampled, suffocated and dead ani- 
mals. 


16. In hot weather, see that arrange- 


ments are made for drenching cars con- 
taining hogs at every available point im- 
mediately after the train stops. 


17. After arriving at loading chutes 


live stock should be unloaded as careful- 
ly as when loading,

"We believe that Senator La Follette's war 


utterances had the effect of encouraging our 
then enemy and also had the effect of discour- 
aging many of our own people." 


"We believe that the attitude of Senator La 


Follette tended to prolong the war and increase 
the cast to this country in both men and money." 


The league rakes La Follette for his St Paul 


speech, which caused the Minnesota Council of 
National Defense to demand his expulsion from 
the senate. He was quoted in that speech by 
the Associated Press as stating, "we had no 
grievance against Germany."
